American jet after a record 90- 
hour 
delay 
today

The Caracas-to-Miami flight 
was diverted Saturday when a 
young 
Venezuelan 
command­ 
eered the aircraft. Word came 
from Cuba that the skyjacker 
was armed with nothing more 
than a fingernail clipper. 
Havana Radio—official voice 
of Fidel Castro’s regime—iden­ 
tified the skyjacker as Ivan 
Gustavo 
Landaeta, 
22, 
and 
quoted him as saying the clip­ 
pers were his only weapon. 
The broadcast said the hijack 
had been pulled off for idealis­ 
tic reasons, that Landaeta was 
disenchanted 
with 
what 
he 
called the “repressive policies” 
of the Venezuelan government. 
He charged North American 
imperialists 
with 
taking 
the 
basic assets of Venezuela and 
the 
Venezuelan 
government 
with repression aimed at stu­ 
dents. 
The broadcast made no refer­ 
ence to four Cuban fishermen 
held at Key West on federal 
charge they violated U.S. terri­ 
torial waters. 
Earlier in the week, there 
was speculation Castro might 
be holding the jet and its pas­ 
sengers 
until 
the 
fishermen 
were freed. However, the State 
Department 
later 
said there 
was no connection.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon says any new ef­ 
forts by antiwar demonstrators 
to 
disrupt

government 
should be met by the same po­

He told a news conference 
Tuesday night the thousands of 
protestors who took part in the 
May 
3- 6 “ Mayday” 
protests 
were “vandals and hoodlums 
and lawbreakers” whose rights 
nonetheless were protected. 
Topics during the news con­ 
ference covered a wide range 
but the questioning about police 
tactics during the protests was 
perhaps 
the 
most 
persistent 
Nixon has faced. 
He told the reporters and na­ 
tionwide television and radio 
audience the tactics used by 
Washington police should be a 
model in any future episodes.

Donaldson, until recently a 
top planner for the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, is the highest ranking 
officer to be accused of killing 
civilians in the Vietnam war. 
The 47-year-old West Point 
graduate also is the first gener­ 
al to be charged with an al­ 
leged war crime since the Phil­ 
ippine 
insurrection 
70 
years 
ago. 
The 
Army 
also 
announced 
murder charges have been pre­ 
ferred against Lt. Col. William 
J. McCloskey, who served un­ 
der Donaldson in Vietnam, No 
details 
in 
McCloskey’s 
case 
were 
disclosed. 
An 
Army 
spokesman said the two cases 
involved separate incidents. 
The Army said the incidents 
on which the charges are based 
took place between November 
1968 and January 1969 in Quang 
Ngai Province, where the My 
Lai massacre occurred the pre­ 
vious March. . 
Donaldson, 
then 
a 
colonel, 


commanded the 11th Infantry 
Brigade, which included 1st Lt. 
William L. Galley’s platoon at 
the time of the My Lai mas­ 
sacre. However, Donaldson did 
not take over the brigade until 
October 1968, more than six 
months after My Lai. Galley 
has been sentenced to a life 
term for murdering civilians at 
My Lai. 
No details of the Donaldson

were 
provided, 
but 
sources said an investigation 
was started after statements 
were made by a helicopter pilot 
attached to the 11th Brigade 
during the period. He was not 
Donaldson’s personal pilot, the 
sources said.

Late that year he went with 
the 42nd Infantry Division to 
France where he spent the le ­ 
rna inder of World War II. 
During the postwar years, 
Donaldson rose steadily while 
serving in Germany, Korea and 
Washington. 
Along the way, he attended 
the Armed Forces Staff Col­ 
lege, the Air War College and 
George Washington University. 
In 
the 
1960s, 
Donaldson 
served under the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, specializing in military 
aid matters and strategic plans 
and policy duties. He also was 
chief of staff for the 7th In­ 
fantry Division in Korea. 
After a tour on the Army 
general staff in a planning post, 
he served more time under the 
JCS and then, in October 1968, 
became commanding officer of 
the 11th Brigade in Vietnam. 
In March 1969, he became 
chief of staff of the Americal 
Division and in September 1969 
was 
made 
assistant 
division 
commander. 
Promoted to ooe-star rank in 
October that year, Donaldson 
returned to the Pentagon to 
serve again under the Joint 
Chiefs in European plans work. 
An athlete, Donaldson was a 
member of the U.S. pentathlon 
team in the 1948 Olympics. 
Among his medals are the 
Silver Star, the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Purple Heart, 
the Bronze Star, the Legion of 
Merit and the Air Medal. 
He is married and has two 
sons. 
Army records show the last 
general accused of war crimes 
was Brig Gen. Jacob H„ Smith, 
a brigade commander in the 
Philippines in 1901. 
Smith was tried by a general 
court-martial for “conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline by giving or­ 
ders to his subordinates for 
military operations on the Is­ 
land of Samar to the effect that 
no prisoners should be taken, 
that there should be extensive 
killing and burning, that Samar 
was to be made a howling wil­ 
derness, and that all persons 
above the 
age of 10 years 
should be killed because they 
were capable of bearing arm s.” 
Smith was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to be admonished. Presi­ 
dent Theodore 
Roosevelt ap­ 
proved the sentence and or­ 
dered Smith retired. 
The highest ranking officer 
charged in the entire My Lai 
episode was Maj. Gen. Samuel 
W. Koster, who commanded the 
Americal Division at the time.

Crusader, Dies 


STOCKBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) 
— The Rev. Reinhold Niebuhr, 
famed 
Protestant 
theologian 
and crusader for social change 
who was considered one of the 
greatest Christian thinkers the 
United States has produced, is 
dead at 78. 
He died Tuesday night at his 
summer home after a long ill­ 
ness. Dr. Niebuhr taught that 
religious faith is “basically a 
trust that life, however difficult 
and 
strange, 
has 
ultimate 
meaning.” 
He intertwined his theology 
with a hard realism and a be­ 
lief 
'that 
Christian,

Dr. Niebuhr participated in

of 
Americans 
for

He was an adviser to num er­ 
ous national and international 
political figures, and was active 
m politics first as a member of 
the Socialist party and later as 
vice chairman of the Liberal 
party in New York.

The official dedication of the new wing 
of the hospital was marked by sunny 
skies . . . a day much like a, day that 
occurred in 1950 when the original hos­ 
pital was dedicated. 
The tour through the structure was 
conducted by members of the Rush Me- 
— morial Hospital Board and members of 
the County Commissioners. The tour 
ended in the new dining room where 
punch and cookies were served by mem­ 
bers of the Women’s Auxiliary to the 
Hospital. 
The expansion increased the bed ca­ 
pacity from 49 to 84. No longer will pa­ 
tients be forced to go to an adjoining 
town for care. No longer will beds be 
placed in the hall due to lack of space. 
The present structure is efficient and 
planned so neatly that it is almost im­ 
possible to know when you go from the 
new to the old part of the hospital. 
Much time went into the preparation 
for Open House. Mrs. Mary Louise Wil­ 
son, the hospital librarian, for example, 
was responsible for getting 48,000 records 
transferred to the third floor for perma­ 
nent storage. (Possibly at some future 
date these will be on microfilm). Her 
spacious office is typical of the size and 
design of the business offices and the 
conference rooms. 
The Hospital Auxiliary will continue 
their fine work at the hospital. At the 
dedication, members were at tables in 
one of the rooms on the third floor 
demonstrating how the stuffed animals 
and dolls were made. (All material and 
time is donated). The tradition of giving 
these dolls and animals to small children 
as they enter the hospital as patients has 
created much good public relations for 
the hospital through the years. The Sun­ 
shine Cart, with all sorts of necessary 
items that patients might want to buy 
during their stay, was also on exhibit, 
and is now in use. 
The official opening of the new wing 
climaxed a nine-year project, worked on 
by many dedicated people. 
A bequest of $210,117.56 from the Cut­ 
ter estate encouraged the board and local 
physicians to start thinking in terms of 
expansion.

NEW YORK (AfO — “First 
T u e i d i y , ” NBC’s news­ 
magazine, took an over-all and 
cautious look in this month's 
edition at current controversy 
over the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation. 
The * inspection 
seemed more accusatory in 
tone than in content. 
The segment, which occupied 
almost half of the twp-hour pro­ 
gram, opened with a view of 
building plans plus some specu­ 
lation it might be called the “J. 
Edgar Hoover memorial." 
Host Garrick Utley observed 
that Hoover, director for 47 
years, “Is the FBI" of “sacr­ 
osanct image," but that now 
the bureaus critics are speak­ 
ing up. 
Two disaffected former FBI 
men were heard from. One said 
he was transferred to Montana 
after bis superiors learned of 
his critical remarks .in an. 
analysis of bureau activities. 
The thrust of the program was 
on investigations of private citi­ 
zens, of members of left-of-cen- 
ter political organizations. The 
program showed photostats of 
some records of investigations 
allegedly stolen last March 
from the FBI’s Media, Pa., of­ 
fice. 
The segment was balanced— 
the defense was primarily by 
Rep. John J. Rooney, D-N.Y., a 
long time admirer of the bu­ 
reau and its director. 
In general, 'the hour contain­ 
ed little that had not been thor­ 
oughly explored in print. It 
covered the same ground as 
last week’s “Advocates" on the 
public broadcasting stations, al­ 
though the simpler form of the 
NBC program made the points 
a little clearer. 
Anotner long—perhaps too 
long—augment concerned inter­ 
national weapons selling, a 
huge profitable business in­ 
volving independent salesmen 
and governments alike. 
The brisk trade ranges from 
bullets to' aircraft carriers, with, 
many of today’s weapons ped­ 
dlers working directly for their 
governments.

We were remind­ 
ed of this when we took a gas­ 
tronomic armchair tour of the 
United States via “American 
Cooking," one of the volumes in 
the Foods of the World Series 
published by Time-Life Books. *- 
‘American Cooking" includes a 
newer than new recipe for an in­ 
teresting 
Frozen 
Cranberry 
Mousse. You will find our adap­ 
tation of this dessert below. 
Dale Brown, who authored 
“American Cooking" in cooper­ 
ation with the editors of Time- 
Life Books, has written an ex­ 
quisite salute to our cuisine. 
And with all the fanfare accord­ 
ed to the cooking of other coun­ 
tries, it’s about time someone 


heaped praise on our own.

FROZEN CRANBERRY 
MOUSSE 
Adapted from 
“AMERICAN COOKING" 
4 large eggs, separated 
Vt cup cranberry juice cock­ 
tail1 can (16 ounces) whole berry 
cranberry sauce 
1W teaspoons grenadine 
V* cup sugar 
Vi cup heavy cream 
In a small mixing bowl beat 
egg yolks until thickened and 
lemon color; beat in cranberry 
juice cocktail. Transfer to a 
small saucepan and cook over 
moderate heat, stirring con­ 
stantly, until thick enough to 
coat a metal spoon heavily; do 
not boil or mixture will curdle. 
Stir in the undrained cranberry 
sauce and the grenadine, Turn 
into a medium mixing bowl and 
chill until slightly thickened—a- 
bout Vi hour. 
In a small clean mixing bowl, 
with clean beater, beat egg 
whites until foamy; gradually 
beat in sugar; continue to beat 
until whites hold stiff straight 
peaks when beater is slowly 
withdrawn; set aside. 
In a small clean mixing bowl, 
without washing beater, beat 


cream until it holds soft peaks; 
fold into the thickened cranber­ 
ry mixture; fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites until no white 
streaks show. 
Pour into a 4- to 5-cup mold. 
Cover with foil and freeze until 
firm. 
To unmold, remove foil and 
place mold, bottom side up, on a 
chilled serving plate. Hold a 
cloth that has been wrung out of 
hot water on the outside of the 
mold until mousse loosens. Or 
dip mold in a bowl of hot water 
for a couple of seconds and un­ 
mold on chilled serving plate. If 
desired, unmold ahead of time 
and keep frozen un til serving 
time. Decorate, 'if desired, with 
whipped cream pressed in ro 
sette shape through a pastry 
tube.

Supreme Court 
Rejects State 
Marine’s Plea 
WASHINGTON (AP) 
-A n 
appeal in the first Vietnamese 
atrocity case to reach the U.S. 
Supreme 'Court was rejected 
Tuesday. 
The high court rejected the 
appeal of Denzil R. Allen, 21, 
of Lebanon, Ind., who while 
serving as a Marine in the 
Southeast Asian nation was 
charged with the slaying of five 
Vietnamese civilians near Hue 
in 1968. 
The Supreme Court turned 
down the appeal unanimously. 
A twice-wounded lance cor­ 
poral on his second combat 
tour, he pleaded guilty at a 
court martial to the premedi­ 
tated murder of the Vietnamese. 
Under a pretrial agreement, 
Allen was given a 20-year sen­ 
tence. 
The appeal contended Allen’s 
lawyer at the court-martial had 
evidence the Marine was in­ 
sane at the time and that the 
guilty plea therefore is invalid. 
George Martz, of Indianapo­ 
lis, Allen’s attorney, was in 
Kittery, Maine, Tuesday for a 
hearing for Allen before the 
Clemency and Review Board at 
the naval prison where Allen is 
serving his sentence. 
Allen is expected to be freed 
sometime this summer. 
He has been imprisoned just 
over three years for his part in 
the incident. 
Six other Marines also were 
charged in the incident. Three 
were convicted and spent about 
two years in prison. 
All said the Vietnamese killed 
were Viet Cong or sympathizers 
and not civilians as such.
